There are more telephones in 
the East Bay than ever before, 
according to Pacific Telephone 
Division Manager R. E. Flynn. 
At the end of 1959 there were 
some 374,000 phones here. This 
is an increase of 9 per cent over 
the 319,000 telephones here in 
1954, Flynn said. 

The total number of calls has 
gone up too, he said. In 1954 
1,399,000 calls were made here 
day. Last year 1,747,000 
were placed, for a jump of 25 
per cent. 

Pacific Telephone’s taxes have 
also risen over the last five 
years. Last year the phone com- 
pany paid city and county ad 
valorum property taxes within 
the limits of Alameda, Albany, 
Berkeley, Emeryville, Oakland, 
Piedmont and San Leandro to 
the tune of $5,227,000. This is 66
